One of the absurdly ridiculous 
stories started by the old GoTernment 
to damage, -.the new is that the lat- 
ter are reaponsible for the (alleged) 
abadasmnwtof khe Island Bailvray. 
That is to flw: the. defeat of th« Wal- 
kem Ministry was the Bignal for the 
abandonment of that great and im-, 
poiiapt project. . . .The b^^ on which 
this '!yarn" is fonniSed is of the most 
flimsy character, and we wonder that 
any set of men with a reputation for 
veracity to lose would consent to be 
parties to the distemination of a story 
that beats on its front the impiess of 
untruth. So far from the defeat of 
the late Government proving a draw- 
back to Island railway construction 
we believe that no event could have 
contiibuted more to its early prosecu- 
tion. Whilst professing to the people 
of this Province a desir« to see the 
Island raUway built Mr. Walkem and 
hi4'dbll«aguea hare pursued the Tery 
course that prevented its being under- 
tafeii. Their first false step was in 
entering into a covenant with the 
CoDBervatives of Oanada.cto fight their 
battles in British Columbia, and in 
pledging themselves to range the Pro- 
vince as one man under the banner of 
Sir John Macdonald. By this course 
they embittered the Press of the dom- 
inant Party in Canada againat the

were present in the Local House 
when both Mr. Walkem and 
MtyB^paven declared that there had 
been no 'aU^^ of ■'the' Terms of 
Union. Those statements were duly 
chronicled in the organ and sent to 
. Ottawa, no doubt as the latest sample 
of diplomatic evaaion for Canadian 
statesmen to imitate. Copies of the 
prgan readied the Capital on the day 
ttai t'h'e Esquimalt-Jianaimo Railway 
Bill was taken into the Senate. Be- 
fore the arrival of the mail the friends 
of the Bill were confident of its pas- 
t: sage. It bad just been carried in the 
-"'House — two -thirds of wHict are Be- 
. formers— by a very large majority^ 
■' and it was anticipated that in the Se- 
nate— two-thirds of which are Con- 
'.' servatives and professed friends of 
• the Pacific Eailway an.d of the Wal- 
iS^enu%6iTeTnment— Qo difficulty would 
be"experienced. But when the Bill 
came up for discussion the unfortu- 
nate local organ containing the sol- 
emn declaration of Messrs. Walkem 
and Beaven was drawn out of his 
pocket and read by a venerable Sena- 
: tot'who said: "Mr. President, in the 
""iiower House Mr. Mackenzie stated 
that the Terms of Union with Colum- 
bia were altered and that this Bill is 
compensation therefor. In the Asaem- 
bly of Columbia I find the two princi- 
pal Ministers rising in their places 
f ^'and stating that the terms have kot 
u vbe'en altered. What can we think 
other than that the Pacific Province 
" has set a trap for us to fall into ? With 
these opposing statements before me 

were th« Conservative Senators at this 
.■' crisis? Where were the so-called 
"true friends" of British Columbia 
J when a Bill vital to her prosperity was 
in jeopardy? On which side was the 
T; influence of Sir John Macdonald 
thrown at this critical moment? We 
regret to say that the Conservatives — 
utf, those TRUE friends of poor Columbia 
.'and followers of Sir John, with whom 
- Mr. Walkem had made a compact to
